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WATER BAPTISM ENJOINED 





THE PROPER ADMINISTRATOR 





F. J. Lee, General Overseer 


Some people seem to treat the ordi- 
nance of baptism as a very light affair 
and pay no attention to it, as though 
the Lord had not said He that believ- 
eth and is baptized shali be saved. It 
appears to me that such people think 
they are pleasing the Lord, though 
they ignore the Lord’s special com- 
mands. Jesus said, Why call ye me, 
Lord, Lord, and do not the things 
which | say? 

Jesus said that, If we would be his 
disciples we should follow him, then 
where He is we may also be. How can 
we expect to be with Him if we do 
not follow Him? Then let us follow 
Him every step of the way. Some say, 
“I don’t think there is so much to 
baptism.” Jesus thought so or He 
would not have walked a fifty mile 
journey to be baptized in the proper 
way, by a man who had the Holy 
Ghost. Then hear Him say, thus it 
becometh us to fulfill all righteous- 
ness. “Us” here has reference to not 
only Jesus and John, but to all, since 
the example set by Jesus applied to 
all. 

Jesus did not baptize any one, if He 
had, all would have to be baptizers, 
but since He did not intend for all to 
baptize He was only baptized to show 
to us that we should follow the ex- 
ample and be baptized just as He 
was baptized. 

Some Examples. 

After Paul was saved and the scales 

had fallen from his eyes he rose im- 


mediately and was baptized. This was | 


water baptism we know, since Paul 
was the subject. Paul was not bap- 
tized until the scales had fallen from 
his eyes. It may be that the scales 
have not fallen from the eyes of some 
people. Paul did not delay this very 
important matter but immediately 
fulfilled this righteousness. 

The Philippian jailer seems to have 
not waited until daylight but went at 
once and was baptized. Paul must 
have showed him the importance of 
not putting this off, so the jailor and 
his entire family were baptized. 

When Peter preached to Cornelius 
and his household, they received the 
Holy Ghost, then Peter began at once 
to instruct them that they should be 
baptized. Peter could have argued 
that they have about all they can 
stand at present and I will not say 
anything about water baptism, but no 
he knew too much about the will of 
God for him to fall short on this very 
important teaching since he had been 
sent by revelation to tell unto them 
the words of life, so he said, Can any 
man forbid water, that these should 
not be baptizeq which have received 
the Holy Ghost as well as we? He 
perhaps thought some one would not 
believe in baptism and would there- 
fore object to them using water for 
that purpose, but he knew that the 
new converts needed to be baptized.

The Lord told Philip to go and in- 
struct the Eunuch in the way of sal- | 
vation; a portion of the instructions | 
was along the line of baptism and by 
the time they came to sufficient water 
he was thoroughly enlightened spirit- 
ually and intellectually and he asked 
for immediate baptism. They both 
went down into the water and _ the 
Evangelist baptized the Eunuch. 

This is enough to show the import- 
ance of immediate baptism. 

Who Should Baptize? 

The apostles baptized and carried 
on other church duties while Jesus 
was with them, but, finally the time 
came for Him to leave, He then told 
them to tarry until endued_ with 
power from on high, thus’ showing 
that no one is to be reecvgnized as 
legal administrator of baptism until 
they have received the Holy Ghost. 

The apostles carried the name apos 
tle because they were sent out. Jesus 
named them apostles. The duty of 
these sent ones was to preach the gos- 
pel, heal the sick and baptize new 
converts. This special twelve was the 
Lord’s sent out ones (apostles). These 
are to have special favors because 
they are the special apostles. They 
are to sit on twelve thrones judging 
the twelve tribes of Israel. Their 
names are written within the twelve 
foundations of the Holy City. There 
will never be any more apecstles just 
like the twelve, because Jesus isn’t 
here in person to send them, therefore 
there has never been nor shall be any 
more apostles of the same order as 
the twelve. Paul was sent by Jesus 
as much so as the original twelve, 
therefore I am persuaded that his 
name is in the city foundation. 

Jesus is referred to as an apostle 
because He was sent by the Father. 
He was God’s apostle. The twelve 
were Jesus’ apostles. Matthias was 
chosen by the Church therefore he 
was not an apostle like the twelve. 

Other Apostles 

Were there other apostles besides 
these mentioned? Yes, Timothy,Bar- 
nabas, Epaphroditus and others. These 
are some of the apostles mentioned 
aside from the twelve. The reason 
these are called apostles is because 
they were sent by the churches. Acts 
13:3, shows where the Church sent 
Barnabas, he was not an apostle be- 
fore that time. Paul said of certain 
brethren, “Our brethren be inquired 
of, they are the messengers of the 
churches. The Syriac and some other 
versions say legates (apostles) of the 
churches. ’ 


Rev. 2:2 makes mention of some 
false apostles. Paul also said, “For 
such are false apostles, deceitful 


workers, transforming themselves in- 
to the apostles of Christ. The thought 
portrayed in these Scriptures is that 
the true apostles recognized today by

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How much is said in the blessed | 
Book about the duty and onivithen. 4t} 
walking with God? From a study of 
certain passages in the Scriptures, 
we conclude that God wants us to 
walk with Him. He has set His heart 
upon it, He doubtless made us for 
this purpose. He might have inhabited 
etern:ty in the mysterious companion-| 
ship of the Spirit without a moral be- 
ing to witness His glory, but He creat 
ed such beings in His own image that 
He might enjoy them and that they 
might find delight in Him. People can 
walk with God. Enoch walked with 
Him longer than any of us can real- 
ize. None of the helps of holiness were 
in existence, yet Enoch walked with 
God amid all the abounding sin of 
that dark ancient world. He walked 
30 close to God that he walked right 
into Heaven without passing through 
the gateway of death. 

Some have expressed it: One bright 
morning God and Enoch were taking 
their customary walk. They came to 
the door of God’s house. He stepped 
across the threshold and_ invited 
Enoch in. Enoch was too polite to re- 
fuse and just went in to be forever 
with the Lord. In the face of this fact, 
people coddle themselves in their sins 
and say one cannot live holy; one 
cannot walk with God. Noah walked 
with God a long time, perhaps hun- 
dreds of years when the world was 
getting so desperately and hopeless- 
ly wicked that God resolved to de- 
stroy it. Abraham heard God’s call 
when he was living among his fathers 
and by faith he went out, not knew- 
ing whither he went. He only knew 
that God was with him and in his 
long journey he was walking with 
God. Moses walked with God in such 
intimacy of communion that somehow 


the glory of the Lord shone thru his 
face.

One of my earliest recollections is 
of sitting on a chair in the corner of 
the kitchen listening to mother tell 
me the story of Jesus while she went 
about her work. I was only five years 
old but when she pictured to me the 
cross of Calvary with Jesus hanging 
there suffering for me, .my little 
heart was touched and I spent the 
rest of the day crying. I resolved to 
give my life to God and to live for 
Him. 

As my parents belonged to the Sal- 
vation Army, I was taken there to 
worship God and as I grew older I be- 
gan to take part in the Young Peo- 
ple’s Meeting and to testify for God. 
At the age of ten I preached my first 
sermon. How the Lord blessed and 
used me in those years is wonderful. 
I walked in the light as God gave it 
to me. A few years later when I was 
in my teens, I was sanctified at a 
Salvation Army Camp Meeting. A lit- 
tle while after this I came across the 
first Church of God, or the baptism 
of the Holy Spirit as the third defi- 
nite blessing. We passed the church 
on our way home from meetings at 
the Army. People kept asking us if 
we had been in to see the Holy Rol- 
lers yet. So one evening my girl 
friends and I stopped in to see them. 
Such carrying on we had never seen 
before.

to be indignant at such things as 
dancing, shouting and speaking in 
tongues in the House of God.

been taught against it, all my life and 
I thought it was ridiculous. But never- 
theless, we stopped in every night to 
see them perform, as we called it. 
Then the church moved away and I 
heard no more of them for some 
years. 

When I was eighteen years old, the 
Salvation Army people began to talk 
to me about going thru the Salva- 
tion Army Training College to become 
an Army officer (minister.) I wanted 
to do more for God so I thought that 
must be the right place for me. Up 
to this time I had been a faithful 
member of the Army in my home 
town, taking part in the street meet- 
ings, wearing the uniform, selling the 
periodicals and attending and taking 
part in the inside meetings. So I was 
sent off to New York on September

for me in the Salvation Army. I was 
not satisfied or happy while in New 
York, I felt God was calling me to 
be an Evangelist. I began to think 
about some of the things I heard and 
saw at the Church of God back home.

the church are those sent by the 
church, but those rising up going 
forth pretending to do the things en- 
joined upon an apostle, yet having 
not been sent by the church could not 
be termed a true apostle. They are 
untrue because the church has not 
sent them. Let us remember that sent 
out means apostles, but if the wrong 
thing sends them they are not to be 
recognized as sent. Sometimes men 
g0 prompted by money, yet the church 
knows that they are greedy of filthy 
lucre, and for this reason they could 
not send them. Others have an ambi- 
tion to preach, perform marriage cer- 
emonies, baptize, administer the sacr- 
ament and do the very things that Je- 
sus said belonged to the apostles 
(sent out one) but they do not want 
to pay the price or line up with the 
government, therefore the church can- 
not send them. 


Paul said that certain false apostles 
were deceitful workers. They are 
working all right,they may shout, pray 
and sing and do many other things. 
seemingly as good as that one recog- 
nized by the Church, which is looked 
on as the true apostle of the Church, 
the sent out one, but these have gone 
not being sent. 

The Evangelist 

The word evangelist came from .a 
reek word which signifies a gospel} 
proclaimer. He is a sent one, there- 
fore is an apostle and proclaims the 
gospel just as other apostles yet since 
he is to go far and wide as the sons 
of thunder, he carries the name evan- 
gelist. Philip preached and baptized 
and went in haste with the megsaga 
He is referred to as an evangelist. 
Paul told Timothy to do the work of 
an evangelist. What is the main busi- 
ness of an evangelist? Their main bus- 
iness is not to pastor churches, be 
overseers, hold conferences, perform 
marriage ceremonies, but to go into 
the wilderness, hew the timber, laying 
the straight edge to it until it  be- 
comes fit material for the building 
(Church of God.) 

To get the material ready means, 
to get them saved, baptizing them in 
the name of the Father, Son and Holy 
Ghost. Then they, like material for 
Solomon’s temple may be easily float- 
ed to the Church of God, that is if 
the apostle is a true one sent by the 
Church he naturally prepares mater- 
ial for the Church. If he doesn’t line 
up with the Church he cannot prepare 
material for the Church. 

I have written this article to show 
the importance of recognizing the 
government of the Church. 

Paul said of the church at Colosse. 
I was joying and beholding your order. 
It seems that some people do not 
delight in order as Paul did, at least 
it doesn’t give to them any joy. 

If we should be slack in govern- 
ment ang allow our members to bap- 
tize or carry on the work of a sent 
one, where the Church has not sent 
them we are virtually undermining 
the government. People would soon 
say, “they allow any one to preach 
and baptize and if this is right I can 
do as well out of the Church as in, 
therefore I will go on and doas I 
please. I won’t have to pay tithes or 
help finance the church and if I do 
wrong they can’t turn me out.” 

These are some of the things un- 
sent men did for the Church and peo- 
ple in early days and would do the 
same today. So let me admonish all 
who love God’s Word and want to 
continue in His approval, live up to 
His Word and be not found wasting 
the Church of God as Paul did until 
he learned better. Let us keep in 
mind that Jesus was the apostle of 
God the Father. Paul with the  ori- 
ginal eleven were the apostles of Je- 
sus Christ. All others sent by the 
Church are apostles of the Church, as 
Paul said about certain brethren when 
he wrote to Corinth, “they are your 
apostles.” If you are not an apostle of 
the Church then whose apostle are 
you? 

You say, “Jesus sent me.” If so 
your name belongs within the founda- 
tion of New Jerusalem. 

Elders Ordained 

Paul wrote a letter to Titus that he 
had left him in Crete to set in order 
the things that were wanting, or oth- 
er words lacking. What was lacking 
in that vast island of Crete? They 
had plenty of elders there who doubt- 
less were fully able to preach, bap- 
tize and administer the sacrament, 
but the thing that was lacking was 
the elders had not been ordained, so 
Paul in order to get this in the prop- 
er order said ordain elders in every 
city. 

Does this mean that we are only 
to have one ordained elder in each 
city? No Paul said “ordain elders”. 
Thus showing that every elder must 
be recognized as an elder by the 
Lord’s government (the Church) be- 
fore his work is to be recognized. 

See Acts 14:23. And when they had 
ordained them elders in every church, 
and had prayed with fasting, they 
commended them to the Lord. 





Roll up your sleeves, go in for real 
salvation, keep it, live it. If you are 
not in a church that teaches you all 
the Word of God, go where they do, it 
means too much to miss heaven.

Now there is the hitch. ! wonder if 
there is anyone who has fully kept 
all the commandments of our Lord, 
and I am frank to confess I do not 
believe there is one in a million, I do 
not think in all my life I have ever 
known one. : 

Martha saith unto him, I know that 
he shall rise again in the resurrection 
at the last day.

ed, what shall this man do? Jesus 
said if | will that he tarry till I come 
what is that to thee? And while John 
did not verify this but said He did not 
say he shall not die, but if I will that 
he tarry till I come what is that to 
thee. And history does not seem to 
know what became of John, but it is 
supposed he died a natural death, but 
there are many who believe he still 
lives in this world today. 

Paul wrote a great deal about eter- 
nal life and exhorts others to lay hold 
on eternal life, but as for Paul he 
wanted to die for Christ’s sake, so 
that he would obtain a better resur- 
rection. He would not accept deliver- 
ance but considered it a great privi- 
lege to die for Christ and the other 
disciples could not persuade him. 

Adam and Eve were in the garden 
of Eden where they had access to 
the tree of life and God told them they 
could eat of all the trees except the 
tree of knowledge of good and evil. 
But they ate of the very tree God 
commanded them not to eat of. Why 
did they not eat of the tree of life 
instead of the tree of knowledge? Is 
it because man does not seek life? 

In the fullness of time Christ came 
into the world that He might destroy 
the works of the devil. He overcame 
death, death hath no power over Him, 
and Jesus came to redeem us back 
to God to put us on the same founda- 
tion that man was first on when He 
walked with God in the cool of the 
day. 

There was a man Enoch the 7th 
from Adam who walked with God and 
was not for God took him. Think of 
it Enoch walked with God for 300 
years. Paul says “By faith Enoch was 
translated that he should not see 
death; and was not found, because, 
God had translated him: FOR BE- 
FORE HIS TRANSLATION HE HAD 
THIS TESTIMONY THAT HE 
PLEASED GOD. 


Now there was another man, a man 
of like passions as we are who prayed 
earnestly that it might not rain on the 
earth and it did not rain and he pray- 
ed again and the Lord gave rain. 
That was Elijah, who was also trans- 
lated and who did not see death. Do 
you think it was a secret and not even 
Elijah knew about it until he saw the 
chariot of fire coming after him? 
When they went to Bethel the sons of 
the Prophets of Bethel asked Elisha 
“Knowest thou that the Lord will take 
away thy master from thy head to- 
day?” And he said, “Yea I know it; 
hold ye your peace.” And when they 
wei to Jericho the sons of the Proph- 
ets at Jericho asked Elisha the same 
question and they received the same 
answer. Also Elijah told Elisha that 
if he saw him when he was. taken 
away from him that his request that a 
double portion of the spirit that was 
on Elijah would be on him. 

Now all these things were wrought 
through faith, and that of course 
brings us to the question of what 
faith is. Faith is the substance of 
things hoped for the evidence of 
things not seen. We all hope to be 
saved sometime, we all hope we shall 
be accounted worthy of the resurrec- 
tion unto eternal life, but are we 
keeping the commandments of 
Christ? are we doing what He said, 
or are we trying to follow some man 
who says the doctrines of Christ are 
not intended for us today.

And those same folks 
tell us they believe that the coming 
of Christ is chose at hand and some 
even say they feel sure He will come 
in the next decade and there are real- 
ly some folks looking for Christ to 
come and expecting to be caught 
away. Faith will give us the same 
results today that it gave those in 
years gone by. We are living in the 
end of the Church age, We are on the 
threshold of a new day, we are at the 
point where we can see the glory 
of God, as never before, manifested 
to mankind or we can witness the 
damnation and darkness such as man- 
kind has never before had to witness. 

Jesus says, Seach the Scriptures 
for in them ye think ye have eternal 
life and it is they which testify of 
me. That is the thing for us to do to- 
day, and let us keep His words in our 
heart to do them, that we may obtain 
this precious faith which has been 
hid in ages gone by but now is reveal. 
ed to the children of God. Follow Je- 
sus not some man.—D. S. Annis.
